Trails blazed across the Arctic ice 
pack a quarter of a century ago by 
Fritjof Nansen, Norwegian explor­ 
er, were expected to be followed, 
for a distance, by Nansen’s fellow 
countryman, Capt. Roald Amundsen 
discoverer of the South Pole, when 
he left Nome, Alaska, recently on 
an attempt to drift across or near 
the North Pole. 
Nansen, in 1895, attempting the 
same drift, sailed around Russia 
and Siberia and locked his boat, 
the Fram, in the -ice off the New 
Siberian Islands, which lie in the 
Arctic north of Siberia. 
Amundsen 
on leaving Nome, said be planned 
to saU to the same New Siberian 
Islands, let his boat, the Maude, 
freeze in the ice and then allow 
the winds and 'currents to carry 
him where they wished. 
Explorers* theories that an Arctic 
Ocean current starts near the New 
Siberian Islands, runs through the 
Polar sea, across or near the Pole, 
and finally ends at Greenland, in 
the Atlantic, were used 
by 
both 
Nansen and Amudsen as a base up­ 
on which they made their plans. 
Existence of the current has been 
disputed by many Arctic authori­ 
ties, who claimed the wind and not 
the current determined the route 
of the over-drifting Polar ice. Nan­ 
sen, one of the first advocates of 
the theory, pointed to the fact that 
wreckage from the exploring craft, 
the Jeanette, destroyed near the 
New Siberian Islands, was found 
two years later along the Green­ 
land coast.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— Many 
Americans of German or Austrian 
descent 
throughout 
the 
United 
States are constantly inquiring of 
any source of information whether 
the time has yet arrived when their 
relatives and friends in those coun­ 
tries can come to America and what 
restrictions are imposed upon such 
immigration. 
Some are patiently waiting until 
all 
restraint is lifted 
when the 
United States and Germany shall 
have made peace. Others betray im­ 
patience because nearly two years 
have elapsed since the termination 
of hostilities and the ban has not 
yet heen raised. 
Those who appeal to the state; 
department have been informed that 
citizens of Germany and Austria 
may obtain admittance to the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
only 
through 
circum­ 
stances of "compelling appeal,” un­ 
der regulations laid down by that 
department. They are told that war­ 
time # restrictions 
against 
enemy 
aliens still 
hold 
good 
and 
that 
Germans and Austrians must apply 
to American diplomatic or consular 
agents abroad or to the state de­ 
partment direct for vise of pass­ 
ports permitting temprary admission 
to this country. Under unusual cir­ 
cumstances the passport may be 
continued 
indefinitely 
after 
the 
aliens reach the United States. 
Germans and Austrians who may 
obtain authorization to enter the 
United States must fall within the 
following classifications. 
, 
Business men who can prove con-j 
elusively that their visit will be of 
interest to American business inter­ 
ests. In such cases letters of re­ 
commendation must accompany the 
application from an American firm 
establishing the necessity for the 
visit. 
Aged 
parents 
of 
naturalized 
American citizens when it is clearly 
proven that such parents are de­ 
pendent 
upon 
their 
naturalized 
American children for their support. 
American-born women who have 
married German or Austrian citi­ 
zens. 
Relatives of naturalized American 
citizens who can prove their de­ 
pendency upon such citizens. 
Service in the German army is 
held to preclude admission 'of any 
German citizen who might claim 
right of entrance under any of the 
foregoing circumstances. 
Because of the absence from Ger­ 
many and Austria of American dip­ 
lomatic and consular officials pend­ 
ing the establishment of peace be­ 
tween the United States and those 
countries, German 
and 
Austrian 
citizens find it difficult to obtain 
an American vise for a passport. 
Those desiring to visit the United 
States must hither go to a country 
in which there are American diplo­ 
matic or consular representatives 
or must communicate directly with 
the state department In Washing­ 
ton,
